_ Regarding the details of his 
playing, Y am sure | his ‘teacher 
jg aware that his temp! aro 
vory . ragged, and in allegro 
movements he. tends to get 
faster ond faster as he gocs 
dlong. Further, his phrasing 
docs not at tic moment show 
any: sign of “genius,” 

He should not try to run be- 
fore he cani walk, and I would 
recommend ‘that he gives Bach 
Concerti; Partitas and olber 
simfar .works,,a, very ‘wide 
berth for the time being, 

He. ployed a ‘little Hayda 
Sonata, two small. works ‘by 
Chopin, ‘and  Debussy’é Claire- 
de-Lune quite nicely, but even 
there. I would say to him: 
please do not try.to “Smprove” 
on the composer's temp! and 
phrasing; just try faithfully to 
say what the composer intended 
to say. .
